STAND PREVAILS 


Ambassador, ‘Missouri “and 
45 Neighborhood Houses 
Involved in Walkout 10 
Weeks Ago. 


After being out on strike for 10 
weeks, union musicians have 
reached a tentative agreement with 


motion picture theater owners to 
return to work next Friday under 
conditions originally contended for 
by employers. 

The tentative agreement, subject 
to ratification by the Skouras 
Super-theater Corporation at New 
Tork, calls for re-employment of 
145 of the 270 musicians formerly 
comprising the orchestras at the 
Missouri, Ambassador and 45 
neighborhood theaters. 

Orchestras totaling 46 musicians 
are to be employed at the Missouri 
and Ambassador winter and sum- 
mer. This is the same number pre- 
viously hired. The 25 theaters 
comprising the St. Louis Amuse- 
ment Co. are to employ 62 musi- 
cians, instead of 134, until June 15, 
when the number will be reduced 
to 31. In the 20 theaters controlled 
by the Motion Picture Theater 
Owners’ Association 37 musicians, 
in place of 89, will be employed 
until June 15, when the number 
will be reduced to 18. If con- 
firmed, the agreement will be ef- 
fective until Sept. 1, next. 

The previous working agreement 
expired Aug. 31, but the strike was 
not called until Sept. 15, pending 
negotiations. Union members have 
picketed the theaters at which 
strikes were in progress while their 
strike committee ] conferred tre- 
quently with employers. At a re- 
cent conference at New York, at- 
tended by local representatives and 
officers of the international mu- 
sicians’ union and the Super-thea- 
ter Corporation, it was proposed to 
re-employ 104 musicians in the 
Skouras houses and the theaters of 
the St. Louis Amusement Co, The 
proposal was rejected by the! mem- 
bers of the union. 

Loew’s State Theater, the man- 
agement of which made no effort 
to renew the contract, having defi- 
nitely dropped it orchestra, is not 
included in the tentative agree- 
ment. The union 
agreement with the managements 
of the Fox and St. Louis Theaters 
and the Grand Opera House prior 
to Sept. 1 and orchestras have con- 
tinued as pen of the attraction at 
those houses 

The meeting yesterday’ was at- 
tended by officers of the stage 
hands and motion picture opera- 
tors unions, in addition to theater 
owners and the musicians’ commit- 
tee, headed by Guy Daily, presi- 
dent. The stage hands and picture 
operators had threatened to strike 
in sympathy with the musicians on 
Oct. 5, but the order never was 
Assued. 


9 KILLED IN ROOMING 
HOUSE FIRE IN BOSTON 


Fireman, Woman and Daughter 
Suffocated; Earlier 
Said Five Dead.

BOSTON, Nov. 30.—Three per- 
sons lost their lives in a fire which 
trapped them on the upper floors 
‘of a rooming house early today. 
Capt. Florence J. Sullivan, a fire- 
man, died after being taken from 
the building and Mrs. Nellie Wood- 
ward and her haughter, Ethel, were 
suffocated. 

Starting on the second floor of 
the 6-story brick building, the 
flames mounted the stairways and 
menaced the escape of 20 lodgers. 
Unconscious persons brought out 
by firemen gave rise to early re- 
ports that five or more had per- 
ished. 

Captain Sullivan was overcome 
by smoke and his body found in a 


haliway by fellow firemen. The 
bodies of the woman and girl, who | 


were not identified several hours 
later, were found huddled together 

on the top floor. Five others were 
seriously burned and taken to the 
hospital.

OVER AND IN AGONY 


Under Cross-Examination, 
Witness, a Widow, Ad- 
mits She Was Registered 
With Male Friend. 


By Leased Wire From the New 
York Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Nov. 30.—A woman 
told her story yesterday of what 
she saw in the Park Central Hotel 
the night Arnold Rothstein was 
killed. 

George McManus, race 
bookmaker on trial for Rothstein's 
murder, listened to her as a man 
listens to the results of the last 
race. His dark, burning eyes nev- 
er left her. 

If the jurymen believe her 
story, they must doubt McManus’ 
contention that Rothstein was not 
shot in or near McManus’ room in 
the hotel, but in the street out- 
side. 

The woman is Mrs, Marian A. 
Putnam, a widow, from Asheville, 
N. C., who occupied a room on the 
third floor of the hotel the night 
Rothstein was mortally wounded. 

She said she heard a crash and 
then saw a man in the corridor 
by the elevator. He was walking 
with uncertain steps under the 
subdued lights. His feet were 
soundiess on the thick carpet. He 
was leaning over clutching his 
abdomen with both hands. As she 
looked at him he raised his face, 
it was the face of a man in 
agony. 

Unable to Identify Man. 

The State contends that the man 
was Arnold Rothstein, with Mc- 
Manus’ bullet in his groin and the 
stamp of death of his face. Mrs. 
Putnam could not identify him. 

The widow took the stand after 
a technical witness, who had fol- 
lowed Nathan L. (Nigger Nate) 
Raymond, who told details of the 
sky-limit stud poker game, where 
it is contended that McManus con- 
ceived a murderous ~ hatred for 
Rothstein. Raymond told of win- 
ning $219,000 from Rothstein. 

“After I had asked him for a 
note or something to show he owed 
me the money I felt I had made 
& faux pas,” said Raymond with 
an elaborate gesture. 

Mrs. Putnam said she was reg- 
istered in room No, 320 of the 
Park Central Hotel the night of 
Nov. 4, 1928, when Rothstein was 
shot. She left her room about 
11 p. m. to get a magazine at the 
hotels news stand. 


Tells of Hearing Noises. 

“As I was walking down the hall 
I heard noises,” she said. 

Q.—“What kind of noises?” 
A.— Well. they sounded like men 
having san argument—not neces- 
sarily a fight—just an argument. 
Il was all alone, so I turned back 
from the direetion of the far ele- 
vator and started to go back away 
from the sounds toward the other 
elevator.” 

Q.— Where were you when you 
heard the crash?” A.—*I was al- 
most directly in front of the far 
elevator shaft.“ 

Q.—"From what 
the voices come?” A-—* 
far corner.” 

A large plan of che hotel floor 
was then shown to the witness. 
She placed the sound. as having 
come from the general direction of 
McManus’ room. 

Q. “What was the sound like?” 
A. “I got the idea that somebody 
hal town something in a tem- 
per.“ 

Q. “Are you familiar with the 
sound of firearms?” A. “No, and 
I can’t say that it was a pistol shot 
that I heard.” 

General Sessions Judge Nott 
asked: “Mrs, Putman, when you 
heard the voices down the hall, 
how many voices were there?” 
“About three or four or five,” the 
witness replied. “I couldn't say 
just how many.”

TODAY & COLDEST ON 
RECORD FOR NOVEMBER 


Mark of 3 Above Zero Is Five 
Degrees Below Previous Low 
49 Years Ago. 


St. Louis shivered today in the 
lowest Noveinber temperature 
since the Weather Bureau began 
keeping records here 68 years ago 
—3 degrees above zero at 6 a. m. 
At the same hour, at Lambert-St. 
Louis Field, the official mark was 
2 degrees below zero. 

The previous low record for the 
month was 8 degrees above on 
Nov. 19, 1880. The temperature 
rose somewhat during the n.orn- 
ing and Weather Forecaster Nunn 
anticipates that 16 degrees may 
be the lowest tonight, with the 
possibility of a rise as high as the 
freezing point, 32, tomorrow, He 
thinks there may be a light snow 
tomorrow on top of Thursday's 
six and one-half-inch fall. 


Dropping bélow freezing point at 
4 a. m. Thursday, just before the 
record November snow began fall- 
ing, the thermometer has hovered 
in the lower range ever since. The 
highest reading in that period was 
15 degrees at midnight Thursday 
and again from 2 to 4 p. m. yes- 
terday. Wednesday's warmest was 
58 degrees at 2 p. m. 

There are record-breaking low 
temperatures in Missouri, the Ohio 
Valley and Tennessee, due to a 
strong flow of cold air \from the 
Canadian wilderness acrose the 
lake region. St. Louis seems to 
have béen & focal point of the in- 
tense cold. The Weather Bureau 
cannot explain why it should be 60 
cold here so early in the season, 
more than three weeks in advance 
of the winter solstice, Dec. 21. It 
is still autumn according to the 
almanac, but it's winter on the 
sidewalks of St. Louis. 

Considerable ice is floating in 
the Mississippi River here. There 
is heavy ice at Hannibal, Mo., * 
above the dam at Keokuk, Ia., 
stream is frozen. 

The Municipal Lodging House 
sheltered 658 homeless men last 
night, 66 more than the nicht 
fore: This was the largest num- 
ber cared for there this year and 
sets a record for November. 

Only a few trains reached Union 
Station on time this morning. Manv 
were from 15 to 30 minutes late be- 
cause of delays on the road due to 
the cold. A Wabash train from 
Detroit, Mich., due at 8 . m., was 
marked more than five hours late. 
A Rock Island train from the West 
was three hours and 20 minutes 
late. Lines from the South had the 
least trouble. 

Airplane service to and from St. 
Louis has continued to operate vir- 
tually on schedule. Some planes 
have made better time than usual.

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LITTLE AMERICA, Antarctica, 
Nov. 29.—Conqueror of two poles 
by air, Commander Richard E. 
Byrd flew into camp at 10:10 
o'clock this morning (4:10 p. m. 
St. Louis time) having been gone 
13 hours and 59 minutes. <An 
hour of this time was spent at the 
Queen Maud mountain base, re- 
fueling. 

The first man to fly over the 
North and South Poles and the 
only man to fly over the South 
Pole stepped from his plane and 
was swept up on thé arms of the 
men in camp, who for more than 
an hour had -been anxiously 
watching the southern horizon for 
the plane. 

Deaf from the roar of the mo- 
tors, tired from the strain of the 
1600-mile trip and the long period 
of navigation under difficutiies, 
Byrd was still smiling and happy. 

His companions of the flight 
tumbled out stiff and weary 
but so happy that they forgot their 
cramped muscles. They were 
also tossed aloft, pounded on the 
back and carried to the entrance 


fof the mens hall. 


Balchen Smiling as Usual. 

Bernt Balchen, the calm-eyed pl- 
lot who first met Byrd in Spitz- 
bergen and who was with him on 
the ¢rans-Atlantic flight, came 
firet.

British Already Claim 
Much of Territory Over 
Which America Explorer 
Passed.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 
today marveled at 
Commander Byrd's hazardous and 
successful flight over the South 
Pole and extolled the courage and 
adventurous enthusiasm of the 
comparatively young explorer. 

From all sides came expressions 
of amazement at the success of the 
exploit, praise for the valor of 
Byrd and his associates and op- 
timistic predictions of the scien- 
tific value of the fight. President 
Hoover transmitted his congratula- 
tions to Byrd. 

Meanwhile, some thought was 
given to possible international 
complications that may arise over 
the question of title to the lands 
over which Commander Byrd flew. 
Great Britain claims much terri- 
tory ih the Antarctic region, on the 


ground of previous discovery and 
exploration. 

When the present expedition was 
still in the making, the London 
Government dispatched a note to 
the United States, telling of its in- 
terest in the project because of the 
land to which it claims title. An 
inclosure outlined the territory in- 
volved. In replying a few weeks 
ago, the State Department  ac- 
knowledged receipt of the note, 
put avoided any discussion of the 
yuestion of ownership of land. 

Geographic Society’s Message. 

The congratulations of the Na- 
‘lonal Geographic Society were 
sent to Byrd by its president, Dr. 
Gilbert Grosvenor. The flight, he 
said, adds another illustrious 
achievement” to Byrd’s “unparal- 
leled record in aerial exploration.” 
The society, he added, is “rightful- 
ly proud of having had a part in 
supporting the expedition.” 

Grosvenor also described some 
of the difficulties that confronted 
Byrd and contrasted them with 
flight 
over the North Pole. 

The North Pole, he said, is an 
ocean, the South Pole a continent. 
In reaching the former, he con- 
tinued, Byrd flew over floating ice 
fields rising only a few feet from 
the level of the sea, while in his 
latest achievement he was com- 
pelled to soar over gigantic moun- 
tain ranges rising to a height of 
10,000 to 15,000 feet. 

In addition, whereas the North- 
ern polar region supports an abun- 
dance of life, both vegetable and 
animal, the Antarctic territory is 
barren and has some of the great- 
est ice fields in the world. 

Explorer Congratulates Him. 

Among the first to proclaim 
Byrd's achievement was a veteran 
of the days when a polar expedi- 
tion was conducted with skiis and 
dog sleds. He was Gen. A. W. 
Greeley, now 86 years old, who, 
nearly 50 years ago, was a member 
of the expedition which then es- 
tablished a farthest north record of 
83 degrees, 24 minutes. Privation 
and hardship haunted the expedi- 
tion and only seven of the 25 men 
returned. 

The congratulations of the War 
Deartment and the Army Air 
Corps were voiced by F. Trubee 
Davison, Assistant Secretary’ of 
War in charge of aviation. 

“The successful flight of Com- 
mander Byrd and his brave cotin- 
panions to the South Pole,” Davi- 
son said, “marks another epoch 
in the achievement» at heavier- 
than-air aircraft and again proves 
the value of the airplane in the 
exploration of unknown areas, ac- 
complishing in hours what it would 
normally take weeks and months 
o do by other means of transpor- 
tation. On behalf of the War De- 
partment and the Army Air Corps 
I wish to extend my heartiest con- 
gratulations to the Byrd Antarctic 
expedition. It is a magnificent 
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Byrd Only Man in World

He achieved withit® three and one- 
half years what no other Polar ex- 
plorer has accomplished in a life- 
time, visits to the top and bottom 
of the globe by air. In flying to 
the South Pole he did in less than 
a day what it had previously taken 
more than three months to accom- 
plish. 

The Antarctic flight was beset 
with difficulties far greater than 
those encountered in Byrd’s trip to 


the North Pole, which was made 


May 9, 1926. The distance of each 
flight was about the same, 1600 
miles. 

On the flight to the North Pole 
and back, made in 15 hours, 30 
minutes, there was no stop. 

Contrast in Two Flights. 

Commander Byrd navigated his 
plane to and from the South Pole 
over a jagged mountain chain with 
peaks that rise from 10,000 to 18. 
000 feet.. The Antarctic is mostly 
barren of plant life and without 
human inhabitants and even ani- 
‘mals, due to its severe climate. 
Even in summer which is at hand 
there now there are no inhabitants 
of that region. In the Arctic there 
are Eskimos and summer vegeta- 
tion. 

Byrd flew from Spitzbergen to 
the North Pole over floating ice 
fields rising only a few feet above 
sea level, with here and there open 
leads of water. From the edge of 
the southern ice barrier he flew 
400 miles over an accumulation of 
ice rising 150 feet or more above 
the sea and solid as land, and then 
soared over mountains to the Polar 
plateau and back again. 

Old vs. New Methods. 

Byrd's flight to the South Pole 
is a striking demonstration of the 
conquest of modern methods of 
travel and communication of dis- 
tance and other physical obstacles 
encountered in Polar exploration 
when compared with similar feats 
accomplished by older methods. 

Commander Byrd flew from his 
base on the Bay of Whales to the 
Pole and back in less than a day. 

Capt. Roald Amundsen, the first 
explorer to reach the South Pole, 
using dog sledges and starting from 
a base which was near Little Amer- 
ica, required 97 days to reach the 
Pole. The trip there and back, a 
total of 1545 miles, was made in 
148 days. He left his base Oct. 20, 
1911, reached the Pole Dec. 14, av- 
eraging about 15 miles a day. 

20 Years Ago and Today. 

Just as the airplane enabled Byrd 
to travel as far in an hour as 
Amundsen did in six days, the ra- 


| dio, sending its waves at the Speed 
of 186,000 miles a second, gave the 
instantaneous news of his feat. A 
radio message was sent from his 
plane at the Pole to New. York via 
a relay. 

It was 153 days after Capt. Rob- 
ert E. Peary reached the North 
Pole on April 6, 1909, before he 
was able to reach the northernmost 
telegraph office at Indian Harbor, 
Labrador, to send a message an- 
nouncing the fact. 

Commander Byrd with a com- 
pany: of 77 and using three ships 
to transport his planés and sup- 
plies arrived at the edge of the 
great antarctic ice barrier last De- 
cember. In addition to a crew of 
pilots and mechanics for the planes, 
they party included radio operators 
and scientists with equipment for 
making and recording observations 
of conditions prevailing in the re- 
gion. 

After establishing a base which 
was named Little America and a 
series of emergency supply stations 
in the direction of the Pole, the 
party made several exploration 
flights over the barrier, The ex- 
istence of Scott Island was con- 
firmed and several uncharted 
mountain ranges in the region were 


The long suniess winter on the 
Antarctic from March until Octo- 
ber the explorers spent at the base 
protecting themselves and their 
stores from the bitter cold and ter- 
rific storms of the region. Activity 
was resumed a few weeks ago and 
came to a climax in the flight over 
the South Pole which was begun 
Thanksgiving day and ended yes- 
terday. 

Bernt Balchen, who was a pilot 
on Commander Byrd's trans-At- 
lantic flight in June, 1927, piloted 
the tri-motored plane, Floyd Ben- 
nett, in which the flight was made. 

Harold June, a navy pilot and 
petty officer, on leave for the ex- 
pedition was the radio operator. 
Capt. Ashley C. McKinley, an aeri- 
al photographer of St. Louis, was 
the fourth member of the party. 

The sun compass, designed by 
Albert H. Bumstead, chief cartog. 
rapher of the National Geographic 
Society, which Commander Byrd 
was the first to use on his flight 
to the North Pole and to which he 
gave much of the credit for the 
accuracy of his navigation was part 
of the equipment on the South Pole 
flight. 

Beside Byrd and Amundsen only 
one other explorer has reached the 
South Pole. Capt. Robert F. Scott, 
British explorer, reached the pole 
Jan. 18, 1912, about a month after 
Amundsen. He and his party per- 
ished in a blizzard on the return 
trip about March 29 when within

Byrd Finds New Mountains Near Pole

to the west of the Axel Heiberg 
glacier, as the best passage way. 
The high mountains shut them in 
all around as they forged their 
way upward, Balchen conserving 
his fuel to the utmost, coaxing his 
engine, picking the up currents of 
air as best he could to help the 
plane ride upward, Clouds swirled 
about them at times; puff balls of 
mist driven down the glacier drift 
scurried beneath them; it was a 
wicked place for an airplane to be 
hemmed in by the towering peaks 
on either side. 

There was one time when th 
had to lighten the ship, and Byrd, 
looking around for what could best 
be spared, decided to dump some 
fo6d. There was a dump valve in 
the fuselage tank but he had de- 
termined to go through and did not 
know what winds he might face 
at the top. So food was thrown 
overboard, scattered over the 
ridged and broken surface of Livs 
Glacier. 

“It is an awful looking place,” 

They finally reached 
the hump at an elevation of 11. 
500 feet as indicated by the 
barometer, although it might have 
been a little more because of the 
difference in pressure inland. But 
there was little space under the 
staggering plane, buffeted by the 
winds that eddied through the gi- 
gantic gorge. Once at the top and 
Balchen could level off Cor a time 
and then gain altitude. 
Then there came into view slow- 
ly the long range of mountains of 
the Queen Maud Range stretching 
to the southeast, and the magnifi- 
cent panorama of the entire bul- 
wark of mountains along the edge 
of the plateau. 

“It was the most magnificent 
sight I have ever seen,” said Byrd. 
“I never dreamed there were 80 
many mountains in the world. 
They shone under the sun, won- 
derfully tinted with color, and in 
the southeast a bank of clouds 
hung over the mountains, making 
a scene that I shall never forget.” 

Over the plateau the Comman- 
der set his course for the pole. 
They had had a beam wind all the 
way into the mountains, which 
held them up, and the fight to 
get over the edge of the plateau 
had used a lot of gasoline and 
there was some doubt as to whethe 
er there was enough to get back, 
but Byrd determined to go on. IF 
they had favorable winds coming 
back, they would be all right. If 
as much time were consumed com- 
ing back as going out, they would 
run out of fuel. 

He took the chance and won. 
Flying over the plateau with long 
sweeping slopes leading up to the 
mountains, with wind drifting 
snow down from thém along the 
surface, it was very difficult to 
estimate the drift of the plane. But 
by constant attention to the drift 
meter, Byrd was able to get enough 
sights on the surface below to keep 
the plane on its course and correct 
the inevitable tendency in all long 
distance flights to swing to one side 
or the other. 

Discovers Mountain Range. 

Between the mountains and the 


pole at one point he saw a new 


range of mountains, apparently be- 
tween trails followed by Amund- 
sen and Scott. But the mountains 
far to the west, the continuation of 
the range running up the western 
side of the barrier, were as Com- 
mander Byrd describes them, 
“simply magnificent.” Everyone 
rather hoped that the mountains 
would be seen at the other side of 
the pole from Little America, bit 
there was nothing in sight there. 

When Byrd’s calculations showed 
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he had iéeached the vicinity of 
the pole, he ran along a line at an 
angle to his course and then swung 
in a wide circle, as he did at th 
North Pole to make sure of coming 
within striking distance of that in- 
finitesimal spot on the earth’s 
surface. Some time was spent in 
that maneuver and then the plane 
was again set on a course for Little 
Little America. : 

The accuracy of the navigation 


was strikingly shown on this part 


of the flight, it was necessary 
to navigate the entire distance 
home. By means of the sun com- 
pass Byrd hit the Axel Hei- 
berg Glacier .exactly and 81 
down that to the barrier. Toe un- 
derstand what that means try to 
realize being in a vast pjane, nearly 
400 miles from the place where 
the mountains were entered,. with 
an encircling rim of majestic 
peaks, all looking different from 
the south than they had on the 
way in. Amundsen remarked on 
this vastly different aspect on his 
return journey. 

But the course a8 laid brought 
the plane, flying high over the pla- 
teau, to the mouth of te Axel Hei- 
berg, and Balchen kept a good ele- 
vation on the way down. Even so 
it was a rough ride, for in the 
narrow gorge of this glacier. 
which Amundsen ascended on his 
way to the pole, the wind tossed 
the plane around “like a cork in a 
washtub,” as Balchen said, the 
high peaks sticking up all around 
thein. It was the hardest part of 
the trip from the flying point of 
view. 


Landing at Barrier Base. 

When the barrier was reached, 
the plane headed for the base laid 
down on the previous flight and a 
landing was made there at 5 
o’clock this morning. June land- 
ed the plane there, as he had been 
in it on the previous flight. More 
gasoline was put in the tanks and, 
when the plane was in the air 
again, Byrd headed to the East to- 
ward Carmen Land. What he had 
seen there on the previous flight 
interested him and his interest was 
repaid. He not only traced out 
more definitely the course of the 
Charles Bob Mountains, but also 
saw another range far to the east. 

The camp had been out of touch 
with th plane for some time after 
the pole was reached, although sig- 
nals from the locked radio key 
came in and showed the plane was 
in the air. Men had waited up all 
night in the mess hall, clustering 
about the radio room to get news 
of the flight. When reports indi- 
cated the slow time the plane was 
making on the way in there was 
some anxiety and mechanics 
checked and rechecked figures toy 
estimate the amount of flying time 
the plane had with the gasoline in 
the tanks when it left and what 
ground speed it was making. 

Finally came the message that 
the plane was in the vicinity of the 
pole. There was a sigh of relief 
and men lay down on bunks and 
tried to get a little sleep. The 
whine of the plane transmitter from 
the loud speakers in each house 
was a@ reassurance rather than an 
annoyance, and if the sound had 
ceased probably everyone would 
have been startled. As it was, the 
fluctuations in the signals madé 
sleep almost impossible. 

The other two expedition pflots 
in camp, Alton Parker and Dean 
Smith, were flying the plane all 
the way, showing by their tense

Weather Clears Up. 


There was à pleasant omen in 
the weather. It had been some- 
what overcast to the north when 
the plane took off and there was a 
strong wind, but William C. Haines 
and .Henry Harrison, the meteor- 
ologists, after taking balloon runs 
and receiving word from the geo- 
logical party inland as to the con- 
ditions near the mountains, de- 
clared the flight could be made. 
After the plane left conditions 
steadily grew better and there was 
a dead calm at Little America and 
a clear sky with only a thin line of 
sea smoke to the north Wer the 
sea. Better landing conditions 
could not have been asked for. 

In the meantime, the plane had 
taken off at the mountains, and 
Byrd flew east for a time so as to 
see into Carmen Land. Then he 
set a course for Little America and, 
in addition to navigating all the 
way, flew the plane himself for a 
time. By starting so far east of 
the course for the camp, he placed 
himself out of reach of any aid 
from the flags laid down by the 
geological and supporting parties 
on the dog team trail. There was 
a constant tendency to fly to the 
east, but Byrd was sure his course 
lay farther west and held the 
plane in that direction. He hit the 
trail about 40 miles north of Little 
America and a message was sent 
in saying the plane would be in in 
a short time. 

Everybody here tumbled out of 
houses and clustered on the snow 
near the Fairchild plane, where 
two deep trenches marked the rest- 
ing places of the Floyd Bennett's 
skiis. The men watched the hori- 
zon. After what seemed hours, a 
thin line appeared in the southern 
sky and grew rapidly. With a tail 
wind the plane came booming in, 
flying high and then sliding down 
rapidly. to a few hundred feet 
above the camp. Men waved their 
hats and cheered, jumping up and 
down and shouting. The plane 
crossed the camp at 10:08 and two 
minutes later had made a wide 
circle over the bay and landed. It 
taxied up to its resting place, me- 
chanics beckoning to Balchen and 
June in the cockpit to steer them 
and slide the plane into its hole.

“WRECKED BY FIRE 


8 tic Yacht, Built 


for Study of Arctic Re- 
gion, Burns in Harbor of

TUTUILA, Samooa, Nov. 30.—

Vessel to Its Aid.

The Carnegie, built in 1909 for 
the. Carnegie Institution was on a 
three-year cruise that started from 
Washington a year ago last spring. 
It carried 17 scientists studying 
magnetism.and atmospheric elec- 
tricity. No iron or steel was used 
in constructing the ship. All met- 
als in its makeup or carried 
aboard the Carnegie were non- 
magnetic to prevent deviation of 
the delicate apparatus. 

A wooden sailing vessel, brigan- 
tine rigged, the Carnegie carried 
12,900 feet of sail and was pow- 
ered by an auxiliary motor of 
about 150 horsepower. 

Vessel Non-Magnetic. 

In every particular the idea of 
making the vessel non-magnetic 
was carried ont. The auxiliary en- 
gine was built of non-magnetic 
metals, the galley cooking ranges 
were ot special design and con- 
structed of bronze and copper. The 
cutlery, knives forks and spoons 
were of Mexican silver and the 
sailors' knives of non-magnetic 
Manganese steel, Even the buttons 
on the uniforms of the crew were 
of bone or brass.

A pupil of Titian, this Greek ar- 
tist made a valiant, lifelong fight 
against environment and sixteenth 
century conditions, his -birthplace, 
Crete, being under the heel of con- 
quering Venice; the city of the 
Doges elso enjoying the full benefit 
of such culture as the Renaissance 
was bringing to Europe. This made 
it harder for a Greek painter to 
succeed unless he ‘studied under 
Venetian masters. So he became a 
pupil of Titian, at that time setting 
the pace for all his contemporaries. 
This was exile. Later, El Greco 
removed to Spain, there, owing to 
his early training and independence 
of thought almost becoming a vic- 
tim of the Spanish Inquisition. Of 
an austere disposition, suffering 
from a sense of inferior- 
ity, he lived a perilous life, and left 
works which, after some thrée cen- 
turies of neglect, are now being un- 
derstood and given high value. 

Artists, especially, will enjoy 
this intimate picture of the doings 
of some of the great masters, and 
there is so much color, romance 
and understanding of human na- 
ture in the s.vry, that the book, 
after being perused with pleasure, 
will be gratefully added to the U- 
brary of the general reader.

@ prosperous agriculture is mostly 
within the power of the farmer 
himself. His average yields are 
too low and his costs too high. Low 
costs offer more hope than high 
prices. Corporation farming prom- 
ises a brighter day wherever it can 
be applied. The solution will come 
when big agriculture takes its place 
alongside of big business.

Refer Directly to Market 
Collapse. 


Business in the eighth Federal 
Reserve District, of which St. Louis 
is headquarters, continued gonera!- 
ly active in the 30-day period end- 
ing Nov. 22, although it developed 
“some irregularity and spottiness,” 
according to the monthly review 
of the Federal Reserve Bank. che 
review does not refer directly to 
the spectacular decline of the stovk 
market, which began in the latter 
part of October, but says: 

“Reports relative to trade and 
industry reflected no marked 
changes as compared with the pre- 
ceding several months, althougn lu 
some lines dec took place in 
production and primary distribu- 
tion. Purchasing of both raw aud 
finished materials was cond icted 
along more conservative aud cau- 
tious lines than earlier in the yea 
particularly since the final week o 
October. ... Wholesalers in lines 
investigated report advance order- 
ing of holiday goods below expects- 
tions and in smaller volume than 
at the corresponding period in 
1928. In virtually all lines there 
is a well defined disposition to 
hold production and inventories in 
close relation with actual market 
requirements.”’ : 

Some “Slowing Down.” 
Other business conditiong In the 
district noted in the report are: 

Some. “slowing down of activi- 
ties” at mills, foundries and other 
férrous metal working establish- 
ments; less active demand for iron 
and steel goods for the building in- 
rail- 
roads for freight cars and other 
equipment and supplies have par- 
tially compensated decreased re- 
quirements of other iron and steel 
users; a “rather sharp decrease” in. 
distribution of automobiles for Oc- 
tober as compared with September, 
though sales were somewhat great- 
er than in October, 1928; marked 
decreases in building permits issued 
and construction contracts éet in 
October, as compared with the 
same month last year; beneficial 
effect on agriculture of the “mild, 
open fall,” with improved crop 
prospects from October to Novem- 
ber; harvesting of late crops was 
“under mainly ideal conditions and 
with minimum loss of quality and 
quantity”; the improvement of 
physical farmink conditions was 
counterbalanced to a considerable 
extent by the “sharp decline in 
prices of leading products in late 
October and the first half of No- 
vember.“ 

Freight traffic of railroads in 
the district, which includes large 
parts of Missouri, Arkansas, IIII- 
nois, Indiana, Kentucky, Tennessee 
and Mississippi, continued in large 
volume, the review says, and ex- 
ceeded the aggregate of any simi- 
lar period in preceding vears.“ The 
Terminal Railroad here inter- 
changed 248,586 carloads of 
freight in October, compared with 
243,119 in the same month last 
year and 238,769 in September. Es- 
timated tonnage of the Federal 
barge line between St. Louis and 
New Orleans was 137,000 tons in 
October, compared with 120,444 in 
the same month last year and 90, 
947 in September. 

Passenger traffic of reporting 
railroads was 2 per cent less in 
October than in the same month 
last year. 

Collection of accounts through- 
out the district was less satisfac- 
tory in the period covered by the 
review than during the preceding 
several months, it is stated. There 
were 124 commercial failures in 
the reserve district in October, with 
11,881,464 in liabilities, compared 
with 93 failures, having $1,074,591 
liabilities, in the same month last 
year. 

City automobile dealers are quot- 
ed by the report as saying that the 
decline in the stock market has 
had a tendency to slow their sales. 
This is the only direct reference to 
the market situation in thegggvierv. 
Clothiers reported that unscasen- 
ably warm weather kept the sale 
of winter clothing below expecta- 
tions and that there was a further 
decline in the demand for working 
clothes, especially in the courtry 
Electrical dealers told of ‘same 
falling off in the volume of radio 
sales“ and smaller movement of 
seasonai goods than last year, but 
said an active demand for public 
utility supplies continued. 

Sales of department stores in the 
principal cities of the distvict in 
October showed a decrease of 2.4 
per cent as compared with Ucto- 
ber, 1928, the report says. This 
decrease in St. Louie alone is lv. 
en as 3.9 per cent, but in the first

Annual Report of Late Sec- 

retary of War Good Calls 
Attention to $441,651 
Net Income.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 30.— The 
annual report ot the late James W. 
Good as Secretary of War. calls at- 
tention to the financial success of 
the Inland Waterways Corporation, 
the Government agency operating 
barge lines on the Mississippi and 
Warrior.rivers, and predicts that 
“before long the Government can 
pass over the corporation's facili- 
ties to private capital for operation, 
with the assurance that they are 80 
safeguarded by laws. precedents 
and decisions that their profitéble 
operation will f{fidicate to private 
enterprise the desirability of their 
continued expansion.” : 

In the fiscal year ended last Jun 
30, the report shows, the corpora- 
tion handled 1,881,301 tons of 
freight and earned a net income of 
$441,651, as Rpared with a defi- 
cit of 310,750 the previous year. 
This was bee for the water- 
way lines as d whole. On the 
lower Mississippi division aione the 
profit was $780,831, part of which 
was eaten up by losses on the 
newly created upper Mississippi 
branch and the continued failure 
of the Warrior division to earn ex- 
penses. 

“Of Incalculable Benefit.” 

“There can be no reasonable 
goudt,” the report says, that the 
Inland Waterways Corporation has 
been of incalculable benefit to the 
people at large; that it is contin- 
ually incteasing its effectiveness 
and that it will eventually demon- 
strate that the development of our 
interior waterways and the proper 
utilization of such developed navi- 
gable streams will offer, through 
co-ordination with railways and 
highways, a system of transporta- 
tion furnishing cheaper freight 
rates to all the people who have 
been taxed to create them.“ 

Plans tor enlargement ot the 
corporation’s facilities are outlined. 
They include the expenditure of 
about $2,500,000 for the purchase 
of 40 standard-type barges capable 
of operating in channels of six or 
nine feet. Three types of towboats 
to meet the varying conditions on 
the Upper Mississippi, the Mis- 
souri, the Illinois and the Lower 
Mississippi Rivers are to be devel- 
oped. 

Missouri River Work. 

Improvement work on the Mis- 
sowri River from its mouth to Kan- 
sas City, under the direction of the 
army engineers, is described by the 
report as going forward “on a 
scale hitherto ynequaled in any 
part of the world.” For the fiscal 
year 1929 the expenditures on this 
project were $6,905,323, It is ex- 
pected, the report says, that a 400- 
mile usuable channel to Kansas 
City will be ready by the end of 
1930. 

Work also has been started on 
a project designed to create a per- 
manent navigable channel, six feet 
deep, from Kansas City to Sioux 
City, a distance of 417 miles. 

On the Illinois River, the Fed- 
eral Government is engaged in pro- 
viding a nine-foot channel from 


the mouth to Utica, III., a distance 


of 230 miles, while the improve- 
ment of the upper river has been 
undertaken by the State of III 
nois. 

Lakes to the Gulf. 

“Upon completion,” the report 
says, this project will provide a 
through navigable channel from 
the Gulf of Mexico te the Great 
Lakes at Chicago, and will consti- 
tute a link of far-reaching import- 
ance in our inland waterways sys- 
tem. Construction work on the 
Federal project is well under way 
and will be completed within the 
next two years.” 

The report reveals the late Sec- 
retary of War as having been in 
hearty aecord with the waterway 
development program of President 
Hoover. 

Summing up, he wrete: “The 
annual internal, coastwise and for- 
eign tonnage now carried on our 
waterways is enormous, and it may 
be conservatively stated that. the 
improvement of waterways has 
been, and will continyé in increas- 
ing degree to be, one of the prin- 
cipal factors in the development 
and prosperity of the nation. This 
traffic, for the calendar year 1928, 
amounted to @ grand total of 529,- 
500,000 tons, valued at $24,160,- 
000,000.”

Warning Received 25 Minutes 
too Late by Man Who 
Opened Package.

KNOXVILLE, Tenn., Nov. $0.— 
A bomb mailed from Los Angeles, 
Cal, by an unidentified person who 
signed a warning “Dementia” ex- 
ploded yesterday and seriously in- 
jured its recipient, Clark Scott, 26 
years old, railway mechanic, as he 
opened it at his boarding house in 
Townsend, Tenn., near here.

ping stamped as though {it had been 
mailed from Los Angeles at 3 a. m. 
Nov. 25. 

Scott, who is a bachelor, and in- 
sisted he had no enemies, said he 
worked in the Southern Pacific 
shops at Los Angeles for two years, 
returning here 18 months ago to 
work for the Littlé River Railway 
Co. He had said the package was 
mailed from Orlando, Fla. but 
postal inspectors said he un- 
doubtedly misread the markings. 
Scott’s left hand was torn away, 
his right hand mangled, both arms 
cut and burned, and his face and 
eyes seared. 

The Townsend postmaster said 
the package was dleivered to Scott 
at 11:15 a. m., 25 minutes later, 
the telegraph company. manager 
here said, the Knoxville office re- 
layed to Townsend this message, 
addressed to Scott: 

“Do not open package. It will 
explode. Throw it in river.” It 
was signed “Dementia.” The man- 
ager said the message was mailed 
to the Los Angeles office from 
some other point, the name of 
which he had not learned. A Mr.

NEW RODIN ART MUSEUM 
IN PHILADELPHIA DEDICATED 


Building Valuea Witt With Contents at 

$2,000,000 Donated by Late 

Julius E. Mastbaum. 
PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 30.— 
The new Rodin Museum, contain 
ing many works of Auguste Rodin, 
French artist, was dedicated yes- 
terday in the presence of civil offi- 
cials and art lovers, with address- 
es by Paul Claudel, French Am- 
bassador, Mayor James J. Walker 
of New Tork, and Mayor Harry A. 
Mackey of Philadelphia. 

The museum is valued, with con- 
tents, at $2,000,000. It is a gift of 
the late Jules E. Mastbaum, mo- 
tion picture magnate, who died in 
1926. It will be the permanent 
exhibition place of a collection of 
Rodin works made by Mastbaum 
during his last years. 

Claudel presented to Mrs. 
Mastbaum on behalf of his Govern- 
ment the ribbon and cross of the 
Legion of Honor in recognition of 
her contribution to French art. 

The museum, a white limestone 
structure, in a reproduction of 
the Rodin musee ot Meudon, near 
Paris. It was designed by Jacques 
Greber, French artist, in conjunc- 
tion with Paul Cret.

nst five detectives and four 
ie men, Frank J. Loesch, 76 
years old, yesterday resigned as 
special prosecutor on the staff of 
State’s Attorney Swanson. 

Recognized as a leader in Chi- 
cago’s citic reform forces, Loesch 
announceé he would give his time 
to the broader work of President 
Hoover’s Crime Commission, of 
which he is a member, 

“a criminal trial in Cook County 
is impossible without full co-opera- 
tion,” he said. in turning in his 
resignation, 

“T have done all I possibly could, 
in spite of the collapse of the 
Granady case, I believe we have 
accomplished much in the way of 
exposing rotten conditions in Cook. 
County, but I feel now that the job 
is for new and younger leaders.“ 

The man who led the investiga- 
tion of political terrorism in the 
Twentieth Ward, who delved into 
stories of payroll padding and cor- 
ruption in the Sanitary District of 
Chicago, and who guided the in- 
quiry into reputed alliances bo- 
tween crime and politics began his 
role of an investigator in 1908 
when, as an Assistant Attorney- 
General, he investigated election 
lrreguarities. 

After the election of State’s At- 
torney Swanson, Loesch was as- 
signed to investigate the, terrorism 
of the primary election, his first 
inquiry resulted in the indictment 
of Morris Eller, his son, Judge Em- 
manuel Eller and 20 political aides. 
Eiller, a power in the ward and 
city collector, was the opponent of 
Octavius Granady, Negro politician 
who was slain. Of the group of in- 
dictments, however, Loesch ob- 
tained but a few convictions 
against minor defendants, the 
Ellers never coming to trial. 

After months of investigating the 
Granady slaying, Loesch obtained 


jthe indictments of a police lieu- 


tenant and five members of his de- 
tective squad. From the outset of 
the trial a turmoil of bitter bick- 
ering was developed between de- 
fense counsel, the prosecution and 
Judge Joseph David. 

The court asked Loesch to dis- 
miss the case, advising the prose- 
cutor that the bench would reverse 
a guilty verdict, should the jury 
bring it in. Later Loesch assailed 
the court’s attitude and asked that 
a dismissal be entered. Judge 
David asked the State to continue, 
but the dismissal was entered and 
the defendants were freed. ~ 

An inquiry into the conduct of 
the case is being planned by the 
Judiciary Committee of the Chi- 
cago Bar Association.

MOSCOW, Nov. 30.—The soviet 
Government's attitude toward 
granting concessions to foreign 
firms to do business in Russia was 
outlined last night by Alexis I. 
Rykoff, chairman of the Council 


of People’s Commissars, at the 
opening session of the Central Ex- 
ecutive Committee of the soviet 
Congress. 

More than 500 members of the 
Central Executive. Committee, the 
majority of them workers and 
peasants, heard @he speech, deliv- 
ered in the former throne room of 
the Czar, 

Josef Stalin, Russia’s rea) ruler: 
Maxime Litvinoff, M. I. Kalinin 
and K. E. Vorossilov, all holders of 
high Government offices, were be- 
hind Rykoff on the speakers’ plat- 
form. 

Admitting that there has recent- 
ly been wholesale liquidation of 
foreign firms operating in Russia 
under concessions, Rykoff said: 1 
want to declare here that the soviet 
Government doesn’t consider itself 
responsible for these liquidations. 
While concessionaires here have 
dissolved their enterprises cur 
‘trading with firms abroad has been 
increasing.” 

Rykoft said that the soviet Gov- 
ernment will not refuse to grant 
concessions in future on condition, 
first, that the concessionaires oper- 
ate with their own capital and not 
with soviet capital as some of them 
have done in the past, and second- 
ly, that their profits be checked 
by the soviet Government. 

“Foreign capitalists desiring to 
operate here,” he said, “must un- 
derstand that granting by the soviet 
Government of concessions does not 
mean the conversiot® of Russia into 
a colonial land.”

THE CARE OF THE TEETH 


ARK TWAIN laughed at hu- 

man beings as the poorest and 

clumsiest creatures that inher- 
it the earth. A machine needing as 
many repairs as one of us, he said, 
could never find a market. Com- 
plaining that we seem to have been 
made solely for the purpose of sup- 
porting and entertaining microbes, 
he pointed out that from birth to 
death we fight the results of infec- 
tion.

While animals 
have beautiful teeth, intelligent 
people lose their own and substitute 
for them an inferior product that 
man has made.

With them, so early can trouble be 
found, that loss and deformity need 
not always result from neglect or 
The X-rays were firat 

scovered by Prof. Roentgen of the 
University of Wurtsburg in 1895. 

were called Roentgen Rays, 
but\the man who discovered them 


pre rred that they be called ayer 
rays, the X“ being the symbol ree 


mathematics for the “unknown 
quantity.“ | 

One must be well versed in the 
science of electricity if he would 
understand anything about the 
technicalities of an X-ray, but it is 
sufficient for those who are not to 
know that by means of a compll- 
cated machine this powerful light 
called X-ray ig capable of pene- 
trating the human body and re- 
vealing hidden secrets, 

By placing a portion of the body 
between the source of the X‘ray 
(called the X-ray tube) and a 
photographic plate, the light pen- 
etrating that body reaches the 
Plate, Bones being more dense 
than soft tissues show upon the 
photographic plate as shadows. 
Changes in the bone substance will 
be revealed in the picture on the 
plate. 

Not every one seeing an X-ray 
plate could tell what happened to 
the bone or the body which it pic- 
tures. To be able to tell about 
changes in the bony substance it- 
self, or in the tissues surrounding 
the bones, a person must know the 
anatomy and physiology of these 
structures and how they would 
look on a plate if they were in a 
perfect state of health. 

Dental radiography is one of the 
most important departments of 
dentistry. It is used not only to 
locate unerupted or impacted teeth 
and broken roots, but also to dis- 
cover otherwise undetectable cavi- 
ties in the teeth and to reveal dis- 
eased conditions in the bong around 
the teeth. Informed of these condi- 
tions by the X-ray steps can be 
taken to treat each case properly 
and prevent further destruction of 
tissues in the mouth. 

Mankind may have to content it- 
self with wigs for a long time, but 
it does not have to submit to false 
teeth, thanks to modern knowledge 
of prevention of disease and the 
modern methds of tardy diagnosis 
and treatment.
